Tonight he was in con- 
ference with Commissioners Neville and 
French until a late hour, drafting the order. 
For several days his expert has been figur- 
ing over the rates in comparison with those 
in other states. 


No Change in Passenger Fares. 

One thing the railroads have to be thank- 
ful for is that passenger fares will not be 
lowered by this order. If the commission 
ever; contemplated such action the members 
have been squelched, and no mention will 
be made of passenger rates. 

That does not mean, however, that the 
commission will not take up the question 
of passenger rates, but it will be left fora 
subsequent hearing, probably after the rail- 
way and warehouse commission has been re- 
organized. 

The reduction will be a material one with- 
out being radical. Upon the first five classes 
it probably will be horizontal, ranging be- 
tween 20 and 25 per cent. The exact per- 
centage will not be determined until the ex- 
perts complete their figures tomorrow morn- 
ing. On the rest of the classes the percent - 
age of reduction will vary, but it will not be 
so large as on the first five. 

Gov. Deneen has acted as the mediator on 
this rate question. He has had the matter 
under his personal supervision for several 
weeks and has determined that the new com- 
missioners’ schedule shall be as low as pos- 
sible without jeopardizing its value by lay- 
ing it open to attacks in the courts. 


Roads Wake Up Too Late. 

Since the case was closed the railroads 
have been more active in this matter than 
during the whole three years t was on hear- 
ing before the commission. It is a act, 
noticed by all who have come in contact with 
the case, that the railroads have introduced 
no testimony to show wnat fair rates would 
be. They have had nothing but glittering 
generalities to offset the testimony of the 
Chicago Shippers’ association, and they re- 
fused to cross examine H. C. Barlow of tha: 
association, although they were given a 
month in which to do 60. There is a feeling 
here, therefore, that if the railroads are hard 
hit by the reduction, it is a merited reward 
for their attitude in the case. 

But if they were bumptious during the 
hearing they have turned supplicants now 
and have been coming here for private hear- 
ings and bringing supplementary figures, and 
crying that they would be seriously hurt if 
the commission gave the shippers what they 
asked.

It ig under- 
stood that they will make their residence 
in Nevada, Allan Corey declaring that he will 
remain loyal to his mother. Corey first 
went to New York and took apartments at 
the Hotel Lorraine. She left there on Oct. 1 
bound for the west. 

Story of “Swimming Party.” 

Pittsburg clubmen and seciety matrons 
heve talked of the home life of the Coreys 
ever since a swimming party held here 
four years ago, when Mr. Corey met Miss 
Mabelle Gilmen, an actress. She was star- 
ring in the comic opera, “The Mocking 
Bird,” which filled a week's engagement at 
the Alvin theater. Corey attended the per- 
formance on the first night, Monday, and 
was apparently smitten by Miss Gilman's 
charms. He made several efforts which 
were unsuccessful] to be introduced to Mies 
Gilman, who was accompanied by her moth- 
er. 

It was not until the following Friday night 
that an opportunity came when Miss Gil- 
man was one of the members of the company 
who accepted an inyitation from Pittsburg 
clubmen to a “swimming party in the 
Pittsburg natatorium. There were hot birds 
and cold bottles first and then the natato- 
rium.

Snubbed at Reception.

MAYOR DEFEATED | 
oN GAS PROGRAM. 


Council by Overwhelming Vote 
Decides to Inquire Into 
“Reasonable Price,” 


|BITTER TALK ON FLOOR. 


Personalities Bordering on In- 
sults Bandied; All but Lie 
Direct Passed. 


Aside from his defeat on traction, Mayor 
Dunne was beaten signally last night in the 
council on his proposition to pass a 75 cent 
gas ordinance without investigating to de- 
termine a reasonable price. By over- 
whelming viva voce vote the aldermen 
adopted Ald. Young’s resolution providing 
that the gas, oil, and electric light committee 
inquire into the cost of manufacturing gas 
and report to the council! its conclusions as 
to what the price should be. The only qual- 
ification added was that the committee 
should finish its investigation and report by 
Jan. 15. 

The gas question stirred up a lot of trouble 
in the session, the bottled up acrimony of 
several months being turned loose before the 
vote wastaken. Personalities bordering on 
insults were bandied ‘between the aldermen 
and between the mayor and the aldermen, 
and in one or two instances all but the lie 
direct was passed. 


Charges Breach of Faith. 

Ald. Young, chairman of the gas, oil, and 
electric light committee, charged the mayor 
with a breach of faith in the matter of put- 
ting the gas question before the council, 
and the mayor challenged the accuracy of 
the alderman’s statements. 

Ald, Snow sought to show that the mayor 
had reversed his position on the gas ques- 
tion since he appeared in the legislature last 
spring. The alderman said that while the 
mayor is now opposed to an investigation 
of a reasonable price for gas he wasin favor 
of the amendment defeated by the senate 
which provided for such an investigation. 
After nearly an hour of bitter debate Ald. 
Dever came to the rescue of the mayor in 
an impassioned speech in which he discred- 
ited the motives of the aldermen who criti- 
cised the mayor. Immediately afterward the 
Young resolution was put to a viva voce 
vote and was adopted with only one nay, 
that of Ald. Coughlin, recorded. 


Start of the Gas Trouble. 

Tt was along in the middle of the council 
session and after the mayor had suffered a 
couple of rebuffs on his traction policy that 
Ald. Young called up the gas resolution which 
he introduced into the council two weeks ago. 

“I feel that some explanation of certain 
recent actions on this gas question should 
be made here tonight,“ said Ald. Young. “A 
week ago I went to the mayor's office at his 
request to consult with him on gas matters. 
That was about noon of last Monday. The 
mayor told me that he had no criticism to 
make of my position on the gas question or 
of me personally. He said he did not intend 
to submit to the council any opposing reso- 
lution. I thought I could depend on that. 

“But that night at the council meeting he 
cafled me up to his desk and said that he had 
been talking with his friends and had decided 
to put his order in after all. Now that reso- 
lution and order of the mayor's bore a reflec- 
tion on me and an insult to the gas, oil, and 
electric light committee. The mayor deliber- 
ately stated that I favored carrying out the 
provisions of the amendment. which was 
favorable to the gas crowd at Sprihgfield and 
which was defeated by thesenate. Thatisa 
reflection which I resent. I move the adop- 
tion of my resolution.“ 


Mayor Denies Young’s Statement. 

A dead silence ensued in the council cham- 
ber while the mayor slowly removed his 
glasses and replied: 

Before this gos any farther I must not 
let these statements go unchallenged. Some 
of the statements made by the genteman are 
not accurate. There was no pledge given by 
the mayor to the alderman concerning the 
introduction of my resolution and omer. I 
said that I had not criticised him in the public 
press, and that was all.“ : 

Didn't you say you wouldn't put that 
order in that night?“ demanded Ald. Young, 
springing to his feet. 

I did not.“ replied the mayor. 

O. all right,’’ said Ald. Young, with a 
mixture of incredulity and sarcasm, as he re- 
sumed his chair. 


Snow Criticises Mayor. 

Then Ald. Snow got the floor and held it for 
fifteen minutes while he delivered a care- 
ful, searching impeachment of the mayor’s 
consistency on gas legislation. 

Beyond a doubt,“ began the alderman, 
2 the people of Chicago are paying a price 
for gas which yields more than a reasonable 
profit to the company. It is not reasonable 
to expect that a price satisfactory to both 
the consumers and the company can be 
fixed. Human nature and human avarice 
forbid such a consummation devoutly as it 
may be wished. Therefore the whole matter, 
sooner or later, must go into the courts 
for adjudication. It must be shown there 
how much it costs to manufacture gas, and 
the burden of this proof will rest with tbe 
city. In order to give this proof the city 
must investigate the actual oks and ac- 
counts of the company and termine the 
reasonable price. If the city is refused in 
this it will be in a position to show the court 
that it made a reasonable effort which was 
blocked by the gas company., 

“It will not be sufficient to show what the 
price is In other cities. Why, here is a list 
of English towns given out by the mayor 
showing some rates as low as 29 cents. If 
these towns are to supply an argument why 
stop at 75 cents. I tell you we have got to 
settle this question for Chicago by considera- 
tion of conditions in Chicago. . 

Now. I have no desire to criticise the 
mayor, but this communication of his which 
is in question overtly and almost directly 
attempts to place the committee in the light 
of preventing gas legislation—of delaying it 
and doing something opposed to the best in- 
terests of the citizens of Chicago. It con- 
tains the charge that the chairman of the 
gas, oil, and electric light committee based 
his action 6n the amendment which was fa- 
vorable to the gas crowd and which was 
killed in the senate. That charge is my reason 
for going into the matter.“ 


Mayor Watches Critic. 

Mayor Dunne had settled down into his 
big arm chair, intently studying the face 
of his critic, who was now walking back and 
forth and delivering his charge in an impas- 
sioned manner to a stilled council chamber. 

“The mayor quotes Senator Parker copi- 
ously in his message accompanying this 
order:“ said the alderman. ‘‘ He relates how 
there were two rooms at the legislature, in 
one of which were the gas magnates and in 
the other the politiciuns, among whom was 
the mayor himeelf, then newly elected. 
There were messengers going back and forth 
between the room of the gas magnates and 
the room of the politicians, in which was the 
mayor. This amendment provided that the 
council should investigate to determine a 
fair price of gas and that representatives of 
the gas company should be present at the 
hearing. That amendment was satisfactory 
to the gas magnates and the politicians, 
among whom was the mayor. 

“Now, that amendment of which the 
mayor approved at that time would have 
emasculated the gas act, as Senator Parker 
points out. It was a gold brick offered to 
the city of Chicago. But now whet do we 
see? We find the mayor taking the position 
that an investigation is not necessary, but 
that the council should proceed at once to 
the price at 75 cents. At Springfield he was 
willing not only to have the gas act amended 
so as to provide for a rate inquiry but amend- 
ed so as to emasculate the whole act.“ 


Dunne Interposes Question. 


“ Alderman, let me ask one question,” in- 
terposed Mayor. Dunne. Was it stated at 
that time that the company had sold gas as 
low as 72 cents some years ago and that it 
had refused to throw open its books?“ 

I don’t know anything about that,” re- 


plied Ald. Snow. “My only int in this 
whole matter is that the — s reverse 


lever hangs on a hair trigger. Where he was 

agreeable to investigate gas rates last spring 

he is now opposed, and he leaves the impres- 
|} gion with the public that Senator Parker 
agrees with this latter stand, which is any- 
thing but the fact in the case.“ 

Ald, Snow, perspiring profusely with his 
effort, took his seat amid a general hubbub 
of aldermen clajming the ear of the chair. 
Ald: Dever was ised. 


Dever Charges Insincerity. 


It is my opinion,” he said, that this 
whole discussion is out of place here. Let 
this gas question stay in the committee, 
where it belongs. I'm sure that no aldermen 
here or the mayor either denies the right 
of the committee to investigate gas rates if 
it wants to. The whole truth of the matter 
is that certain aldermen are trying to build 
up a man of straw that they may fight it and 
topple it over. It is a disgraceful attitude 
and I don't think that the gentlemen will 
be given much further opportunity to vent 
their mock indignation and play to the gal- 
leries in this way. If these gentlemen feel 
that because the mayor is supported by only 
a minority of this ‘council. they have the 
right to indulge in such disgraceful tactics 
they will soon be run out of court. 

Ald. Dever, his face as white as chalk, was 
talking directly at Ald. Snow and shaking 
his finger at Ald. Young, who sat a few feet 
away. 5 

„Why. just take the language of that last 
Dalrymple resolution if you want an example 
of this inexcusable attitude,“ the alderman 
went on in an almost glowering passion. 
Look at the insult in that next to the last 
whereas. There is something that cannot be 
excused by the heat of debate. It is drawn 
in cold, clear words, studied at leisure. It is 
monstrous—such tactics. But, gentlemen, 
it is my opinion that all this talk about Glas- 
gow and Dalrymple and ‘what happened in 
Springfield last winter is too small for our 
consideration. It oug.it to be our. position 
that there is a serious transportation ques- 
tion in this city and a serious gas rate ques- 
tion, and that we should proceed seriously 
to solve those questions to the best of our 
ability without petty bickering and disgrace- 
ful strife. Let the gas question stay in 
the committee till they can report some action 
on it.“ 


Galleries Applaud; Dunne Smiles. 


A wave of applause swept over the gal- 
lery which Mayor Dunne, smiling over the 
vigor of his friend's defense, did not attempt 
to check with his gavel.. When quiet was 
restored Ald. Finn took a swing at the ques- 
tion, pointing out that Attorney Meagher 
for the gas company had declared flatly to 
the committee that the company would not 
produce its books for the investigation. 

Ald. Raymer followed in support of the 
Young resolution for the investigation. 

Let me ask you a question, sald Ald. 
Kohout. Did you not vote for the 75 cent 
gas ordinance passed by the council several 
years ago? : 

1 did.“ replied Ald. Raymer. 

Was there any investigation at 
time? 

I supposed there was, but I have learned 
since that there was not,“ said Ald. Ray- 
mer, who sat down amid a volley of Os and 
Ahs from council and gallery. | 

Ald. Pringle amended the Young resolu- 
tion so as to limit the investigation to six 
weeks, the report to be made to the coun- 
cil by Jan. 15. Ald. Young accepted the 
amendment, but the debate swept on. 

“It'll go the same Way as the traction 
question,“ said Ald. Coughlin. *‘ Eight years 
ago the traction question started with the 
same investigation. The companies were 
always wanting miore time, The gas com- 
pany will now ask for more time. But the 
people want some action. The people want 
75 cent gas.“ ‘ 

Tes, and 50 cent gas, came a voice from 
the gallery. , 

“On the traction question Ald. Snow be- 
lieves that a heaven born light can be shed 
by Glasgow,” said Ald. Kohout. ‘ But on 
the gas question he believes that we can get 
no advice from other cities. | 

But in Chicago we have a gas trust and 
we can’t get at their books. Then where in 
the ndme of common sense are we going to 
get light on a reasonable price of gas unless 
we get it from outside?” ; 


Conlon’s Longed For Opportunity. 

At this junctfire Ald. Conion seized the op- 
portunity for which he said he had been wait- 
ing eight years. 

“I think this gas turned on here tonight 
is dear at any price, he began in his dry, 
drawling way. A lot of hot air is being 
pumped into the gas question here. I haven't 
heard any criticism of the frontage bill nor 
of the Civic Federation which sent it to 
Springfield. Asa mat ter of fact, if the hands 
of the council were not tied and we could 
invite competition in here we'd get the com- 
pany’s books fast enough. Then we'd get 75 
cent gas quick enough. Not the gas in the 
council tonight but illuminating gas. 

The previous question was moved, and the 
Young resolution reluctantly was put to its 
successful vote by the mayor. 


“YARDS” BUYERS PUZZLED 
BY A CAR OF BUFFALOES.

Bids Range from $13 to $100 and Ani- 
mals Are Withdrawn—Cy De Vry 
Doubts Purity of the Breed. 


Seven shaggy haired, tough hided buffaloes 
arrived at the stockyards yesterday along 
with several thousand cattle, and were 
placed on sale, to the perplexity of the buy- 
ers, apparently, whose bids on the animals 
for slaughtering purposes” ranged from 
$13.50 to $100, the last figure having been 
offered by Schwarzchild & Sulzberger. 

Rosenbaum Bros. & Co. were in charge of 
the consignment, ‘which came from J. D. 
Carr, a ranchman living at Pierre, 8. D., 
and they finally withdrew them from the 
market. They will be disposed of if possi- 
ble to 2006 or circus companies.

“I doubt if they are pure blooded buf- 
faloes,“ he said last night. Some ranchmen 
have fall into the trick lately of breeding 
Angus or Galloway cattle to buffaloes. 
These cattle are black, and the robes of their 
progeny bring a good price. 

There are scarcely 1,000 pure blooded buf- 
faloes on the American continent, and every 
one of these is far more strictly accounted 
for than the descendants of the people who 
came over in the Mayflower. Sell one of these 
for ‘ slaughtering purposes ? Not much.“ 


STOPS MAYOR’S OHIO TRIP.

After 10:30 P. M. Prevents Dunne’s 
Departure for Cleveland. 


Mayor Dunne has had to abandon his trip 
to Cleveland to attend the conference of Ohio 
mayors, to which Mayor Tom Johnson in- 
vited him. The mayor had planned to leave 
on the 10:30 o’clock train last night, to be 
present in Cleveland today, and he had an- 
ticipated that the council would adjourn 
early. 

In planning for the trip he had suggested 
that he might ask for the appointment of a 
mayor pr6é tem. to preside over the council 
until its close, but when the council became 
involved in the argument over the traction 
referendum and the gas question the mayor 
did not deem this advisable. He was all pre- 
pared to leave, and his grip was packed and 
waiting in the mayor’s office, but the train 
time passed and the mayor had to stay at 
home, 

I shall not go to Cleveland. I could not 
get away in time,“ he declared after the 
council meeting. “I shall have to give up 
the trip and stay in Chicago.“

Witness Declares Union Slug- 
ger Caused $500,000 Fire 
Three Years Ago. 


BARES A POLICE MYSTERY. 


Startling Testimony Against Men 3 
Accused of Conspiracy to 
Assault Carlstrom. 


Arson in a $500,000 fire is the latest charge 
that Charles Gilhooley will be compelled to 
answer, as a result of revelations made yes- 
terday at the opening of the conspiracy trial 
before Judge Chetlain. 

Gilhooley is the chief of the trio of pro- 
fessional sluggers on trial for an attack 
on Christ J. Carletrom, a nonunion wagon 
worker, which resulted April 27 last in Carl- 
st rom's death. 

George Meller, former president of local 
No. 4 of the Carrlage and Wagon Workers 
union, who has turned state's evidence, gave 
in detail the story of the appropriation 
of $50 by the executive committee of the 
local and the cold blooded employment of 
Gtlhooley, Marcus Looney, and Edward Fee- 
ley to assault nonunion men. 4 

The most sensational feature of the testi- 
mony came when Meller said he had been 
told by Business Agent Charles Casey that 
Gilhooley had started the fire that left the 
six story factory and warehouse of the James 
C. Curtis neral Furniture company, at 
Jefferson and Monroe streets, a heap of 
smoking ruins one night in 1902 during 
trouble with the coffin makers employed by 
the firm. The origin of the fire had been a 
mystery. The insurance companies, suspect- 
ing incendjarism, delayed settlement of the 
losses for a long time. 


Declares Gilhooley a Firebug. 


Meller said he had asked Casey, after Gil- 
hooley had been hired for the educational 
work: “Is he all right? Do you think he'll 
do? 

They were in Jefferson street, near Mon- 
roe. For answer Casey, who appeared en- 
thustastic over Gilhooley’s qualifications as a 
* first class slugger.“ took Meller by the 
arm, walked forward a few paces, and 


saying: 

“See that? Well, Gilhooley did that. 
That's a sample of what he can do. He 
burned it down and no one was ever the 
wiser. He and his pals have done this slug- 
ging work before. He's a sort of ward 
heeler.“ 

Gilhooley, who had been the most im passive 
of the ten defendants, leaned forward in his 
chair. His hands were clinchehd. He waited 
for the witness to say more, but his attorney, 
W. 8. Elliott, intervened, . 

“The state,“ said he, “is bringing out 
details that have nothing to do with this 
ease. * 

— Elliott afterwards had a talk with his 
client. 8 

“He says,“ said the attorney, for the 
prisoner was shy of speaking to any one 
else, that he was not in Chicago on the 
date of the fire. He does not say where he 
was and I do not wish him te answer any 
questions as to his whereabouts.”’ 

Witness Meller had not given the date of 
the fire. Gilhooley was not supposed to know 
anything about it, but hig self-substantiated 
alibi came quick as a flash. 


Charge to Be Investigated. 


“The charge will be thoroughly investi- 
gated,“ State's Attorney Healy said after 
court had adjourned. ‘“ An arson case never 
is outlawed. It is not likely that Casey will 
repeat the statement he made to Meller, but 
there must be others who can throw light on 
the mystery of the fire, now that we have this 
lead.“ 

Meller made an excellent witness for the 
state. His story was of absorbing interes‘ 
Beginning with the meeting of the executive 
board at 55 North Clark street on 
the evening of April 7. he told of the proposi- 
tion by Casey to hire the sluggers, of their 
employment, the assault, followed by the 
death of Carlstrom, how the desperadoes 
were paid afterwards, and how Meller. after 
his arrest, decided to turn state’s evidence, 
right or wrong, for the good of the union.” 

In the cross examination Attorney Samuel 
H. Trude, chief counsel for the officials and 
members of the union who are defendants 
with the sluggers, indicated what the line of 
defense would be as to his clients. He under- 
tock toinveigle the witness into an admission 
that he, as an agent of the Employers’ asso- 
ciation, was responsible for the assault on 
Carlstrom. and was planning it to bring or- 
ganized labor into disrepute during the team- 
sters’ strike. Meller was wary, however, and 
told a straight story. 


2 
Tells of Wiring Sluggers. 


Casey had told me.“ said Meller, relating 
what occurred at the executive meeting, 
that Gilhooley had made a proposition to 
him to do our slugging during the strike that 
was on, so that we would not get into trouble 
ourselves, and the meeting of the executive 
board was called to consider it. Casey 
brought Gilhooley, Leoney, and Feeley along 
with him and they remained in a saloon 
downstairs while we were arranging about 
hiring them. 

Casey started in by saying he had been 
fined $10 for licking a man named Griffith, 
and at that rate there wouldn't be any money 
in the treasury lone. He said $50 would fix 
Gilhooley and his gang. It looked a liftle 
high to me and I said so. Edward Shields, 
after a little talk, made a motion to hire the 
gang, and for $50 to be left in the hands of 
Henry Newman, to be paid when the work 
was done. "The motion was carried unani- 
mously and the voucher made out and given 
to Newman. Thoee at the meeting were 
Casey, Newman, Shields, Frank Novak, 
George Mullen, Henry Deutsch, John Heideh, 
and George Miller.“ 

The men named are members of the execu- 
tive committee, except Miller and defend- 
ants to the conspiracy charge. 


Selection of the Victims. 


„Novak after this was settled,“ continued 
Meller, ‘‘ said some of the men working at 
the Wood's Motor company needed a good 
licking and he knew of the guys that could 
give it to them.

MANAGER OF STOCK SHOW 
UNSADDLED BY BUCKING UNION 


Hires Men to Clean Pavilion on Sunday, 
but Is Forced to Have Dirt Carried 
Back on Monday. 


Seventy-five men worked all day Sunday 
cleaning out the rubbish from the pavilion 
which is being erected at Halsted and Forty- 
second streets for the stock show on Dec. 16. 
They worked diligently and left the place 
“ spick and span. This morning the seventy- 
five put all the rubbish back again, just as it 
was left by the careless workmen Saturday 
night. Some say this was because the men 
labored on the Sabbath day, but Manager W. 
E. Skinner of the stock show association 
says it is all those darn unions.” 

There have been some delays in the con- 
struction of the big pavilion, so Manager 
Skinnér had his yard gang put everything 
in shape for the union workmen to start 
Monday morning. : : 

The first cloud on the horizon of Mr. Skin- 
news satisfaction with his forethought was 
cast by Business Agent Frank Thoman of 
the Structural Ironworkers’ union, when he 
appeared in the morning. He looked around 
him in amazement. 

It don't go,“ said the business agent, em- 
phatically. “ You bring those men back here 
and put every brick back where they picked 
it up, or my men will strike.“ 

Debate proved useless. Mr. Skinner re- 
called his seventy-five men. They “ undid” 
the work, while the 350 union workers sat 
around in the sun and smoked. It was 1 
o’clock before the union men arose lazily 
and started in again, half a day late on the 
rush job. ; 

But Mr. Skinner’s cup was not full. The 
business agent explained to him elaborately 
that his men would have to be paid for the 
extra half day. Mr. Skjnner swore. 


MANY BASEMENTS FLOODED 
FROM BROKEN WATER MAIN. 


Damage Done in Metropolitan Elevated 
Railway Power House, Congress and 
Market Streets. 


A thirty-six inch water main at Congress 
and Market streets burst last night, and be- 
fore the break was discovered considerable 
damage was done to adjoining property. In 
some places the water reached to the depth 
of three feet, and many basements in the 
immediate vicinity were flooded. 

The flood was discovered by Frank Wes- 
terman, 969 North Campbell avenue, who was 
passing. Firemen and police were called to 
the scene and efforts were made to repair 
the break. The water poured into the base- 
ment of the power house of the Metropolitan 
Elevated railway, Congress and Market 
streets, and the basements of buildings oc 
cupied.by the Kiley Box company and the 
Rosenwald & Weil wholesale clotHing house. 
Laborers were at work on the main early in 
the afternoon, and it is thought that they 
overlooked some small leak in the steel pipe. 


NEW ANASSTHETIC A SUCCESS. 


Scopalamine Is Used with Good Results 
in Connection with Operation on 
Wealthy Lumberman. 


Scopalamine, the new anesthetic, made 
its début into general medical practice yes- 
terday at Mercy hospital, where it was used 
with marked success in the case of John 
Nester, the wealthy Michigan lumberman, 
who was operated upon for peritonitis. 

Nester’e condition was so serious that Dr. 
John B. Murphy and the other surgeons in 
the case hesitated to use the ordinary anes- 


thetice on account of the vomiting which fre- 
quently follows. They decided to use scopa- | 


lamine, from the effects of which Nester 
woke up as quickly as from a sound sleep. 

According to the hospital surgeona, the 
new anzsthetic.was discovered less than a 
year ago. It comes prepared in minute white 
tablets, containing one-fiftieth of a grain, 
for hypodermic injection. 

In spite of the success of the anesthetic. 
Mr. Nesters condition remains serious and 
depends entirely upon the ability of his sye- 
tem to throw off the blood poisoning which 
had set in,” said Dr. J. B. Herrick. “ Dr. 
Murphy drained two abcesses in the pebvis.

Attorney Mapledoram adhéres strongly to 
his declaration that his client acted only in 
self-defense. 


Attorney Outlines Defense. 

Roberts saw a crowd of big fellows,” he 
said, jump over the railing, and saw them 
come toward the judges and clerks threaten- 
ingly. They were all big, strapping men, and 
after Kopf had torn the ward roster from 
Clerk Callahan he turned toward Roberts. 
At the same time three men were approach- 
ing Roberts from the rear, and he stood up 
and shouted, ‘Keep away from me.’ Some 
one struck him and he blindly stabbed with 
the knife he had in his hand.“ 

This story is discredited by Capt. Joseph 
Kelly of the Warren avenue police station. 
He stated that’ more than 100 witnesses had 
come to him, and, while many of them saw

Sinister Look on City. 
The St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Matin describes the sinister aspect of the 
Russian capital. He says that patrols are 
everywhere, that the doors and windows of 
houses are closed, that stores are barricaded, 
and that Cossacks are camping in the streets. 
There is no news from other parts of the em- 
pire, says the correspondent,/ who adds:

OMINOUS AT ODESSA. 
VIENNA, Dec. 5, 3 a. m.—The Tageblatt 
publishes a communication from Odessa, 
which was conveyed by boat to Podwolocsy- 
ska, Galicia, and thence telegraphed, say- 
ing that a thousand reservists have sud- 
denly been released from service and are 
hungry and homeless. They are parading 
the streets, asking for food. Gov. Gen. Kaul- 
bars refuses to help them and they are threat- 
ening to steal and plunder. 
Travelers arriving at Odessa from Kieff 
bring further details of the battle there 
last Friday between engineers and Cossacks 
The engineers, it is stated, refused to work 
as telegraphers, whereupon the trouble be- 
gan. Five, hundred armed men left their 
barracks and paraded „ where 
they were joined by a number of infantry- 
men and followed by a crowd of workmen. 
Near the railroad station the mdtineers en- 
gaged 300 Cossackeand drove them off. Later 
in the Jewish quarter the mutineers faced 
an infantry regiment which fired two vol- 
leys, killing 165 persons and wounding many.

A brief official announcement was made 
tonight that the cabiret had resigned, that 
the king had accepted the resignations of his 
ministers, and that Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman had been sent for. 

It would now appear that the entire pro- 
gram has been cut and dried for some time, 
and it is even probable that the liberal lead- | 
er already has completed his cabinet, though 
this must be left to surmise.

MURDER BY ARMY OFFICER 


LIEUTENANT IN CEBU KILLS FILI- 
PINO POLICEMAN. 


Charlies Pendleton of New York, While

HALTS WORK ON BUILDINGS 


WAR DECLARED BY ELECTRI-

Business Agents Visit the Downtown

War begun yesterday upon the Chicago 
Edison company by the Eleotricians’ union 
may develop into the most extensive disturb- 
ance among the building trades since the 
great lockout of 1900. Several small strikes 
already have been called, and more will be 
ordered this morning. 

Business agents of the Blectricians’ union 
visited big downtown buildings in the after- 
noon, and wherever a nonunion man was 
found employed the union workméen were 
ordered to stop work. The same plan Will be 
followed today. It is the intention of the 
leaders to tle Gp every contract of the Edison 
company on which nonunion. men are em- 
ployed. 

The buildings so far affected include the 
new addition of Marshall Field & Co., in Wa- 
bash avenue, near Randolph street, and the 
Union League club, where extensive altera- 
tions are in progress. Efforts were made 
also to stop work on the Fair and at 
Rothschild & Co.'s, but at these places the 
men refused to go out. The business agents 
declared afterward that these workmen were 
nonunionists. 


Effect to Be Widespread. 

In the downtown district an unusual num- 
ber of buildings, it is said, are in the hands 
of the electricians, who are making repairs. 
All of these jobs, provided they are being 
done under the supervision of the Edison 
company, will suffer from the strikes. In 
outlying parts of the city apartment build- 
ings, stores, and residences likewise will be 
drawn into the electricians’ strike. 

Nothing is said to be behind the strike 
except the decision of the officials of the 
union to insist upon the employment of mem- 
bers of the organization. These leaders say 
the Edison company has offended repeatedly 
in this respect of late. Warfare on the big 
concern has been under consideration for 
tome time. 

It is not believed that the shop workmen 
in the Edison plants will be drawn into the 
struggle. The fight probably will be con- 
fined to the outside linemen and operators. 
Upon the latter the union has a stronger 
hold. The shop men, it is said, are poorly 
organized. Should the inside electricians be- 
come invélved, however, the great body of 
Edison employés, numbering several thou- 
sand, would be forced into the struggle.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4-—[(Special.)— 
Conferences today between leaders of the 
house and senate deweloped a program of 
general legislation for the session which calls 
for the enactment of the following measures: 

Regulation of railroad rates, 

Joint statehood for Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory and Arizona and New Mexico. 

Determination of the type of the Panama canal 
and the appropriation of money for construction 
work. eo 

Abolition of all duties upon Philippine imports 
Save sugar and tobacco and the eventual estab- 
lishment of absolute free trade between the islands 
and the United States. 

Establishment of a maximum tariff to be im- 
posed upon the goods of any country discriminat- 
ing against the products of the United States. 


No decision has been reached regarding 


legislation for preventing the adulteration | 


of food products, the federal control of in- 
surance corporations doing interstate busi- 
ness, or for the developing of the merchant 
marine, etc., but there is no question but, 
that a determined effort will be made by the 
friends of these measures to secure their en- 
actment. 


Treaties Come Up at Once. 


The senate has determined to take up at 
once treaties recognizing Cuba's sovereign- 
ty over the Isle of Pines and granting the 
Lnited States supervision over the affairs of 
Santo Domingo. No doubt is felt by the ad- 
ministration that the first at least of these 
treaties will be ratified. 

The senate committee on interstate com- 
merce will hold a meeting on Wednesday or 
Thursday and resume consideration of the 
railroad rate question. Representa..ve Hep- 
burn of Iowa, chairman of the house commit- 
tee on interstate and foreign commerce, in- 
formed THE TRIBUNE correspondent that a 
meeting would be called and a railroad rate 
bill prepared as scon as the president’s mes- 
‘gage has been presented to the two houses 
of congress. 

Representatives Townsend and Esch, joint 
authors of the rate bill which passed the 
house last session, saw the president this 
morning. They told Mr. Roosevelt that a 
new bill had been prepared amplifying the 
ideas contained in their original measure. 
It will provide for an interstate commerce 
‘commission comprising seven members, 
which will be authorized to adjust any par- 
ticular rate found upon investigation to be 
unjust or discriminatory. 


Embodies President’s Ideas. 


The rate the commission fixes will go into, 
force within thirty days after its establish - 
ment and remain until the courts declare it 
illegal. In the proceedings before the courts 
it will be necessary for the railroads to dem- 


' onstrate that the rate fixed by the commis- 


gion is unfair to them or confiscatory. 

Our bill.“ said Representative Townsend 
after the conference, does not differ in prin- 
ciple from that proposed by the interstate 
commerce commission, although there is a 
difference in detalls. Both measures embody 
I don't under- 
etand that either has his approvel more than 
the. other. Each contains the principle for

It is not at all certain that the house com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign commerce 
will accept the Esch-Townesend bill as the 
one to be passed by the house. Some of the 
members favor a distinctive committee bill 
go far as language is concerned, though the 
principles, of course, will be those advocated 
by the president. 


Statehood Bill Gains Favor. 


Senator Beveridge, as chairman of the 
committee on territories, has been in earnest 
consultation with Speaker Cannon in regard 
to the joint statehood measure. Mr. Bev- 
eridge has secured some recruits for his 
bill from among the new senators sworn in 
today. He is confident it will pass by a 
slight majority. Speaker Cannon is under- 
stood to have pledged himself to support it. 

It is likely that the republicans of the 
house will determine to make a caucus on 
this project, and it is a question whether the 
senate or house shall act first. 

The mining and railroad interests of Ari- 
zona are working vigorously to prevent the 
action by adopting tactics which have sub- 
fected them to serious charges and made 
friende for the measure. TRR TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent knows one senator who received

Will Jam Canal Measure Through. 


Representative Hepburn introduced today 
a bill prepared by Representative Mann ap- 
propriating $16,500,000 to be used in the con- 
struction of the Panama canal. The treas- 
ury is to be reimbursed with this amount 
out of the proceeds of the sale of bonds au- 
thorized in the Spooner act. The bill further 
places the bonds upon the same basis as the 
government 2 per cents of 1808 as to taxa- 
tion, which will enable thetr sale at par. 

It is the purpose of congress to supervise 
strictly the expenditures of the isthmian 
canal commission, and to facilitate its work 
the Hepburn bill requires the commission 
to make a detailed statement of expendi- 
tures at the beginning of each regular ses- 
sion of congress. 

What further legislation In regard to the 
canal will be enacted depends upon the rec- 
ommendation the president will make in his 
message. It has been decided that the Hep- 
burn bill introduced today shall not be load- 
ed with amendments, but it will be jammed 
through the two houses before the Christ- 
mas holidays.

CANNON PROMISES TO BE FAIR. 


Lilinois Man Re-elected Speaker of the 
House—Congress Organized 
for Business. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—The assembling 
today of the members of the fifty-ninth con- 
gress for thelr first session was marked by 
no unysual incidents. 

Joseph G. Cannon of Illinois was re- 
elected speaker of the house, the members 
of the house took the oath of office; the 
officers and floor employés of the body were 
re#lected; the rules of the last congress were 
adopted; and members went through the 
formality of drawing for seats. Mr. Cannon 
accepted the office of speaker in the following 
words: 

“I thank you for the honor you have con- 
ferred upon me, particularly as I may be 
able to consider your action as an indorse- 
ment of my services as speaker of the last 
congress. We are here as representatives 
of the people. This house is the only place 
where the voice of the majority of the peo- 
ple, without intervening machinery, may 
directly express itself. Therefore, our re- 
sponsibility, being more direct, Is the greater. 


Fair to Both Parties. 


* As your speaker, I shall endeavor to pre- 
side over your deliberations with fairness to 
both parties and to every individual mem- 
ber. When I have done that I may claim 
to have fairly fulfilled the duties of speaker 
under the legislative law. 

There is, however, a duty for the whole 
membership of this house as well as for the 
speaker. The house is powerless without a 
quorum, and the public business will move 
slowly and unfortunately if members are 
absent from the sessions of the house or from 
the sessions of the committees. Therefore, 
I ask of you, not only charity for and patience 
with my own shortcomings as the présiding 
officer, but also prompt attendance and dill- 
gence on your part, which alone can make 
our coming session advantageous to the coun- 


Voice from the Opposition. 

In a speech against the adoption of the rules 
the minority leader, Mr. Williams of Mis- 
sissippi, touched on the interest of the coun- 
try in tariff legislation, and told of the new 
republican ideas which were being ‘‘ waft- 
ed to Washington on breezes from every part 
of the country.“ These, he said, might be 
properly legislated for should the minority 
of the majority stand with the democratic 
members in opposing the adoption of the old 
rules and forming new anes, which would 
permit consideration of such legislation as 
popular opinion might dictate. 

A committee was appointed to act with the 
senate committee in notifying President 
Roosevelt that congress was ready to trans- 
act, business, the rules committee and the 
committee on mileage were appointed, the 
house adjourned after a session which lasted 
three and a half hours, in compliance with 
resolutions announcing the death of Senator 
Platt of Connecticut and Representative 
Marsh of Illinois. 

The session of the s€nate was short and un- 
important. 


ATTACK ON ANNAPOLIS CODE. 


Congressman Butler of Pennsylvania 
Introduces Bill as Result of Fatal 
Fistic Bout. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—The Annapolis 
code, which has figured so prominently 
in the court martial of Midshipman Minor 
Meriwether, was attacked today in a bill 
introduced in the house by Representative 
Butler of Pennsylvania. The bill stipulates 
that peremptory dismissal shall be the pun- 
ishment for any midshipman implicated in 
hazing, and it provides: 

“That any midshipman who shall in any 
manner or by any means whatever make or 
prescribe, or who shall join with others in 
making or prescribing, any rule, practice, or 
custom the object of which is to regulate 
the conduct, deportment, or behavior of any 
midshipman, or which tends to dominate, 
humiliate, degrade, or embarrass hf{m, or 
which tends to deprive him of his freedom 
of action or to restrain, impede, altar, inter- 
rupt, or disturb him in the exercise of his 
lawful performances or in the full and com- 
plete enjoyment of his rights and privileges 
as a midshipman, shall be guilty of the ot- 
fense commonly known as hazing. 

“That any midshipman who shall either 
himself or in connection with another or 
others employ or use any manner or means 
whatsoever, whether by force, persuasion, 
threats or intimidation, tending to compel 
or induce any midshipman to obey or ob- 
serve such rule, practice, or custom, whether 
already made or to be made, or shall engage 
or countenance any attempt tq force the 
same, shall be guilty of the offense common- 
ly known as hazing.”’

Another Pennsylvania Product. 


Just a little bit later among the delegates 
from the territories. who were sworn in by 
Uncle Joe Cannon before the bar of the house 
was one William H. Andrews, now repre- 
senting the territory of New Mexico, but 
who was born in Warren county, Pa. He 
was chairman of the republican state zen- 
tral committee for two or three years ard 
was a member of the house of represen‘a- 
tives in Pennsylvania as late as 1902. This 
was no less person than Bull Andrews, 
who was charged with having been one of the 
persons who wrecked the Enterprise bank in 
Allegheny, and who therefore in a large de- 
gree contributed to the complete downfall of 
the corrupt republican machine in Pennsy!- 
vania at the last election. If. Matt Quay had 
lived and had had his way Bull Andrews 
would have been the first senator elected 
from the new state of New Mexico. Instead of 
that he was glad to take the oath as dele- 
gate in the house, with the privilege of mak- 
ing a speech, but without the right of casting 
a vote. 


Many Eyes on Hearst. 

„Probably the most looked at man on the 
house side at the capitol today was Will- 
iam R. Hearst of New York. He did nothing 
to distinguish himself, as a matter of course, 
but there was nothing for him or for any one 
else to do. He took the oath becomingly and 
modestly with thirty-six other gentlemen 
from the Empire state of New York, and then 
he waited, perforce, until his chance came to 
draw a seat. He spent the early part of the 
afternoon side by side with his old chum, 
Big Tim Sullivan, the Bowery leader, be- 
side whom he sat during all last session when 
he was in his seat, which was not often, be- 
cause Mr. Hearst is too busy a man to attend 
the routine proceedings of congress. 

Yet among the New York delegation, as 
well as among the mfscellaneous members 
throughout the house, there was a distinct 
impression that this unassuming young man 
soon was to make his bow as chief executive 
of the largest city in New York. The New 
York state members generally, without re- 
gard to politics, said they believe Mr. Hearst 
was elected, and expressed the opinion that 
a recount of the ballots will in the end seat 
him in the mayor's chair ag the city hall. 

Perhaps it was this, and perhaps it was a 
forecast of still greater honors in the future, 
which made so many men on the democratic 
side improve their opportunity to slip up the 
aisle and shake hands with the editor-con- 
gressman. 


Usual Lottery for Seats. 


There is always an immense amount of 
interest among the members of congress 
themselves about the biennial drawing for 
seats. The republican majority is so ex- 
traordinary this year that they have found 
it necessary to occupy nearly two-thirds of 
the hall. When parties are anywhere near 
evenly balanced the republicans are con- 
centrated to the west of the main aisle and 
the democrats to the east. But in this house 


membership that they . both sides of 
the center aisle, and there are even a dozen 
or so of them in what is called the Chero- 
kee strip,“ at the extreme eastern side of 
the hall. Thus it results that the democrats 
are hemmed in on both sides by republicans 
and occupy only a comparatively narrow 
wedge, well to the right of Uncle Joe Cannon 
as he faces the house.

Bartholdt of St. Louis, the ingenious man 
who originated the idea that the water 
poured through the Chicago drainage canal 
was injuring the St. Louis drinking supply. 
After him came Tawney of Minnesota, the 
new republican leader, who is to be chair- 
man of the appropriation committee and 
who thus was enabled to secure the first 
seat without being under any obligations to 
another member. And the third name to 
pop out of the box was no less than auburn 
haired ‘“ Billy Lorimer of Chicago, who 
modestly took a seat in the middle section 
as far as possible removed from the aisle 
without infringing in any way upon the per- 
quisites of the older members, who always 

expect to be well placed through the courtesy 
of their legislative subordinates, 

Fifth or sixth on the list came Howard 
Snapp, the Illinois member, who is a good 
deal of a chum of Martin Madden, and aft 
him the deluge. The republicans and demo- 
‘erats scattered over the floor rapidly as the

Mr. Brownlow of Tennessee, however, car- 
ried off the honors for presenting the largest 
number of measures, nearly 400 being cred- 
Hed to him. Wiliam Alden Smith of Michi- 
gan ran him a-close second, with more than 
850 bills to his credit. The distinction of 
having presented the first bill was accorded 
Delegate Maguire of Oklahoma, whose bill 
provides for the admission of Oklahoma and 
Indian territory to joint statehood. 

Representative Cousits of Iowa introduced 
a bill to repeal the uniform bankruptcy law. 
Representative Hull of Iowa is the author of 
two public building bills, one of which pro- 
vides for a large appropriation to build a 
postoffice upon the site already purchased 
in Des Moines. Indiana, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Nebraska, Kansas, and other states also 
had public building bills introduced in their 
interest. The general impression among 
members of the house is that an omnibus 
public building bill will pass during the ses- 
sion ,Speaker non having promised last 
year he would not oppose a measure of this 
kind if it were allowed to go over. 


Investigation of Campaign Funds. 

Representative Robinson of Arkansas in- 
troduced a joint resolution providing for tne 
investigation of campaign funds. It is pro- 
posed that a special commission of fifteen 
members of the house and five senators be 
appointed, and stipulates that contributions 
be investigated for the years 1892, 1896, 1900, 
and 1904. 

Representative Williams of Mississippi also 
introduced a bill forbidding any national 
bank or any corporation chartered by the 
federal government or any corporation what- 
soever engaged in whole or in part in inter- 
state commerce from making contributions 
for the purpose of influencing the result of 
any political campaign with the intent of in- 
fluencing the course of legislation before con- 
gress, any state legislature, or any municipal 
government. 

It is provided that any act in contraven- 
tion of this provision shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor and shall subject the violator un 
conviction to a fine of not less than $500 ard 
not more than $10.000, and an additional fire 
of double the value of the money or other 
thing of value found to havé been contributed 
or promised. 

These measures, it is believed, indicate the 
attitude which the democratic party will take 
toward the disclosures made by the insurance 
investigation in New York. 


Cotton Leak Gets a Whack. 


Representative Lewis of Georgia intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a special 
investigation of the methods of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and census bureau in 
making cotton reports. The measure states 
that the reliability of the reports made by the 
government on cotton is generally ques- 
tioned and suggests that the committee, 
which is to consist of seven members ap- 
pointed by the house, report on some trust- 
worthy plan for compiling fnformation.

Issue for State. 

The court, in referring to the granting of 
rebates on salt, says it is for the state author- 
ities to determine whether a state corpora- 
tion. is violating the law of its creation in 
charging excessive rates; that congress never 
has undertaken to determine what is the 
reasonabie or equitable division of joint rates 
between two rallroad companies. 

The court held that if the per cent of the 
rate charged is unduly apportioned to the 
local state road, the salt company used it 
for the purpose of holding up the Atchi- 
sen, Topeka and Santa Fe railway company 
by refusing to do business with it unless it 
would submit to the exorbitant exaction; that 
the greatest offender in such transactions is 
the shipper, and instead of going directly 
after the shipper under the law, the govern- 
ment seeks, by a contempt proceeding, to 
punish the railroad company alone who has 
been held up by the shipper; and that the gov- 
ernment will never strike at the root of the 
rebate evil until it goes after the shipper as 
well as the ‘railroad; that it is not fair play 
and a square deal that the railroads 
should first be held up by the shipper and 
then punished by the government for being 
41 up while the shipper gets the “ rake- 
0 * rf 

The court suggested in the opinion that the 
railroads could best assist in relieving them- 
selves from such an attitude by openſhg. 
rather than. closing, the mouths of those 
under their control when their evidence was 
needed to get at the facts. 


Ne Case Against Ripley and Morton. 


The setond information against the Santa 
Fé railway company grows out of rebates 
alleged to have been granted by the railroad 
to the Colorado Fuel and Iron company of 
Colorado on shipments of coal from Colorado 
and New Mexico to Arizona, El Paso, Tex.

OHIO LEGISLATURE TO INVESTI- 
| GATE CINCINNATI MACHINE. 


Mayor-Elect Dempsey Declares at 
Convention of the Chief Executives 
of the Buckeye State Cities That 
Hamilton County Republican Lead- 
er Had a Corruption Fund of $200,- 
000—-Faver New Municipal Code 
Features of First Day’s Session. 


Cleveland, O., Dec. 4.—[Special. IA legis- 
lative investigation into the Cox machine 
rule in Cincinnati is to be demanded when 
the Ohio legislature convenes next month. 
This was the message that E. J. Dempsey, 
mayor-elect of that city, brought to the din- 
ner given at the Hollenden tonight in honor 
of the mayors of Ohio, assembled in conven- 
tion here. 

Mr. Dempsey charged in his speech 
that the Cox machine had raised a campaign 
fund of $200,000 by assessments upon office- 
holders and business men. He declared that 
assessments were taken out of the envelopes 
containing the pay of city employés. 

An investigation, he said, was wanted into 
every department from the water works 
board to the smallest board. The investiga- 
ting committee, he asserted, should ascer- 
tain how certain men became enormously 
rich and were able to build and maintain 
country clubs and country homes in Indiana. 
He wanted the inquiry to cover the last five 
and a half years of Cincinnati's municipal 
government. 


Favor New Municipal Code. 

At today’s session of the mayors’ conven- 
tion the revision of Ohio’s municipal code 
wag the principal topic discussed, and a 
committee was appointed to report sugges- 
tions for changes in laws affecting cities. 

There was an almost unanimous sentiment 
favoring code revision. All but two or three 
agreed that changes are imperative. 

Most of those present were for conserva- 
tive action. They thought the city execu- 
tives should seek to remedy the admitted 
weaknesses in the code. All were in favor 
of having a committee look into the mat- 
ter. One or two, notably Mayor-elect Demp- 
sey of Cincinnati, were outspoken for rad- 
ical action which would mecessitate the pas- 
sage of an entirely new code. Mayor John- 
son advised conservative action at this time, 
but said the ultimate goal to be aimed at 
was a state law providing that each munici- 
pality should have a mayor and common 
council and each city should be permitted 
such other officials as its people desired. 


Form Permanent Organization. 

A businesd session was held in the council 
chambere of the city hall this afternoon. 
Mayor Johnson in explaining its object sa.d: 

„ Politics should not be considered at this 
gathering, and in proportion to the extent 
politics is left out will be the amount of good 
accomplished This is not for the purpose 
of advancing some scheme. We have no 
particular interests to serve other than those 
of the people.“ 

A permanent organization of Ohio mayors 
was decided upon for the purpose of 
curing legislation beneficial to m

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FIFTEEN BURNED A BLAS? 


MOLTEN METAL MAY CAUSE THE 
DEATH OF THREE WORKMEN. 


Furnace in Plant of the International 
Harvester Company at South Chi- 
cago Explodes While Sixty Labor- 
ers Are Working Near lt—Men 
struggle to Reach Exita When the 
Seething Liquid Is Hurlea About 
Room—Injured Taken to Hospital. 


Fifteen men were burned last night by an 
explosion in the International Harvester 
company’s plant at One H and Fighth 
street and Muskegon avenug, three of whom 
are in the South Chicago hospital, and prob- 
ably will die. 

The explosion was caused by a workman 
thrusting a cold bar of steel into a furnace 
of molten metal, In the immediate vicinity 
of the furnace at the time sixty men were 
working. The more seriously injured were 
in the furnace pit. They are: 

Bugina, John, 10828 Torrence avenue, feet, handa, 
and legs burned; taken home; not expected to 
recover. 

Keredich, Anton, 10841 Hoxie avenue, feet and legs 
burned; may recover. 

Koruse, Michael, 10801 Torrence avenue, eyes 
burned out, face, head, arms, and legs also 
burned; taken to South Chicago hospita’: expect- 
ed to die. 

Liden, Ike, 10802 Torrence avenué, head, arms, 
and legs burned; not expected to recover; taken 
to South Chicago hospital. 

Olich, John, 10808 Torrence avenue, head and feet 
burned; taken to South Chicago hospital; expect- 
ed to recover. 


Molten Metal Hurled About Room. 

Following the explosion chaos reigned in 
the furnace room for several minutes. 
Molten metal was hurled about the room, 
and the smoke and fire that shot from the 
furnace filled the room so the workmen were 
unable for several minutes to find the exits. 
With the groans of their wounded fellows 
in their ears, they groped about helplessly, 
stumbled over those who had been pros- 
trated by the blast. From the furnace 
chimney the flames shot high into the air 
and could be seen for miles. 


Summons Aid for Injured. 

The first man who emerged from the tur- 
moil ran to a telephone and sent in a call to 
the police station. The hospital ambulances 
were soon at hand. That more men were not 
injured is unaccountable, for the room was 
strewn with the seething molten metal. The 
man who caused the explosion is said to be 
one of the fatally injured, but which one is 
not known. ‘ 

The plant was not damaged to any great 
extent by the explosion.

Madison, Wis., Dec. 4.—{ Special.}—The abo- 
lition of the professional coach is the first 
step that should be taken in reforming foot- 
ball was the declaration of Prof. R. M. Bash- 
ford, for years a member of the athietic 
council of the University of Wisconsin, at the 
Six o’Clock club dinner this evening. 

“If football is to continue on the list of 
college sports, such provision should be made 
by the regents that all the students may take 
part if they so desire Instead of one prac- 
tice field there should be a score provided and 
maintained by the university. A commodious 
gymnasium, with bathrooms and other con- 
veniences, should be erected on the field. 
Every man whose services are required in 
giving directions or instructions in connec- 
tion with the sport should be appointed by the 
university authorities and paid out of the in- 
stitution’s treasury. 

The athletic association should be relieved 
of all financial burdens, thus removing the 
strongest temptation to professionalism. 
The gate receipts to games should be limited 
to a nominal charge for invited guests, and 
none others should be admitted. : 

“The professional coach, the professional 
trainer and training table? should be things 
of the past. A permanent body of trained | 
athletes on the team may be prevented by 
limiting the members to students in attend- 
ance at the last three years of the regular 
coflege course. This would exclude all stu- 
dents in attendance for the first year as well 
as those who are. engaged in post-graduate 
and professional courses, and would make 
competitive football a purely college sport.“ 


Clean Football by Law. 

New York, Dec. 4.—A verdict suggesting 
the passage of laws to eliminate brutality 
from football was returned today by the 
coroner’s jury which investigated the death 
of Harold R. Moore of Ogdensburg, N. T., 
who was killed while playing half back for 
the Union college football eleven during a 
game against New York university. 

The action of Columbia university in abol- 
ishing football was discussed today by Presi- 
dent Nicholas M. Butler in a letter printed in 
the college daily paper and addressed to 
alumni and stents. 

“ The action of the committee in putting an 
end to the present game of football at Colum- 
bia university has my cordial approval, and 
I wish to state why that action is in the best 
interest of the whole university,” says the 
letter. The game which this committee 
has devised and developed is not a sport, but 
a profession. It can be participated in by 
only the merest fraction of the student body. 
‘Columbia university owed it to its tradi- 
tions to put an end, 80 far as action by it can, 
to thie state of affairs. It has done so. The 
best judgment of those best qualified to 
judge is that we have done a distinct public 
service.“ 

Council Makes Game Rules. 
Toledo, O., Dec. 4.— [Special I—A football 
ordinance framed by President of the Coun- 
cll Willard, providing that unless heavy mass 
plays on the tackles and other close forma- 
tions be eliminated the game cannot be 
played in this city, was introduced in the 
counci] tonight, and advanced. 

It provides, also, that if the ball be not car- 
ried three yards on the first down, it must be 
punted, and also makes the necessary dis- 
tance to be gained on downs ten yards, in- 
stead of five.

President Harper Appoints a 


BEGUN BY U. OF C. 


Committee to Seek Remedy 
for the Existing Evils. 


AGREE CHANGES NEEDED. 


Members of Faculty Unanimous 
That Moral“ Betterment of 
the Game Is Essential. 


“Far reaching and permanent reforms 
are needed in intercollegiate football, accord- | 
ing to sentiment expressed by the members 
of the senate of the University of Chicago, 
which ig the ruling academic body, in a 
meeting yesterday. Immediate steps in fur- 
thering these reforms were advised by the 
senate, and a committee was appointed by 
President Harper to consider the subject 
and to report recommendations at an early 
date. 

Brutality and roughness in football were 
emphasized in the discussion at the meeting, 
but were not given eo much consideration 
as the moral evils of the game. It was agreed 
that these evile have far outgrown the vig- 
llance of faculties in foreseeing dangers and 
in providing remedies. The situation in gen- 
eral, it was decided, should be treated as an 
“ academic problem of grave importance.“ 


Unanimous for Reforms. 


Members of the senate, which is composed 
of the heads of the various departments of 
the university and of members of the faculty 
representing the alumni, were unanimous 
in their opinions on the following points: 

1. The promotion of physical culture and 
the encouragement of athletics have been 
from the beginning and should continue to 
be integral parte of the program of the work 
of the university. 

2. The history of football in the middie | 
west for the last dozen years is by no means 
a story of indifference on the part of uni- 
versity authorities to the various forms of 
danger, both physical and moral, which have 
from time to time appeared. On the con- 
trary, much has been done in reducing the 
roughness of the game and in elevating 
the standards of ite surroundings. ) 

3. In spite of these considerations it is 
evident that football at present calls for 
an intensity of physical exertion and exposes 
the players to a degree of danger not con- 
sistent with the best interests of students. 

4. More serious than these physical dan- 
gers are numerous moral evils which piainly 
exist. It is not necessary at this time to 
attempt the apportionment of the responsi- 
bility for these evils, but it is clear that 
they have far outgrown the vigilance of 
faculties in foreseeing dangers and in pro- 
viding remedies. ä 

5. The situation involves so much more 
than mere athletic relations that it should 
be treated as an academic probl of grave 
importance, and for that reason the essen- 
tials should be considered by the highest 
university authorities. 


Immediate Action Is Urged. 


To carry the above views into effect the 
senate by a unanimous vote adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

In view of flagrant moral and physical evib con- 
nected with intercoll te football as at present 
conducted, it is the opinion of the university sen- 
ate that the university should take immediate 
steps in furtherance ofs farreaching and perma- 
nent reform. To that end it is suggested to 
the president that a committee be appointed to 
consider the subject and to report recommenda- 
tons at an early date, such committee to consist 
of a chairman representing the president and of 
two members each from the university senate, 
the university council, and the board of physical 
culture and athietics.

Committee Is Appointed. 

President Harper accordingly appointed a 
committee, as follows: Chairman, Dean 
Harry Pratt Judson, from the university 
senate; Prof: W. G. Hale and Prof. Albion 
W. Small from the university council; Dean 
Francis W. Shepardson of the senior col- 
leges; and Dean George Edgar Vincent of 
the junior colleges; from the board of physi- 
cal culture and athletics, Prof. A. A. Stagg 
and Dean Eri B. Hulbert. 


Committee Silent on Views. 

The members of the committee appointed 
refused. to discuss their views on the situa- 
tion in football. It is known, however, that 
the majority of the committee are in favor 
of retaining the game and that they will not 
vote to abolish it. In a recent interview 
printed in Tap TRI UNA, Prof. Small de- 
clared that all relations with other colleges 
in all branches of intercollegiate sport should 
be broken off until the evils affecting the 
college sports disappear. 

Prof. Stagg is a member of the football 
rules committee and it is probable that he 
will endeavoe to bring before the other mem- 
bers of the rules committee the changes sug- 
gested or recommended by the committee ap- 
pointed by President Harper.

The Fort Erie racetrack has been pur- 
chased by John Condon, Louis Cella of St. 

The price paid 
was $100,000. This gives the Western Jockey 
club another track and makes the second 
which has come under the jurisdiction of the 
organization which is fighting the American 
Turf association in the last fortnight, the 
Douglas park track of Louisville having 
been purchased several days ago by Cella 
and other Western Jockey club men. 

The acquisition of the Canadian track, 
which heretofore has been owned by Cana- 
dian and Buffalo turfmen, will strengthen 
the old turf body inthe north. Thenegotia- 
tions for the Fort Erie track have been un- 
der way for some time, according to Mr. 
Condon. Mr. Condon and Mr. Cella havea 
controlling interest in the track, having se- 
cured 60 per cent of the stock, while Mr. 
Stuart, the other stockholder, owns, 40 per 
Cent. 

Mr. Condon, in speaking of the purchase 
yesterday, said: We have secured the 
track, but we have been some time in clos- 
ing the deal. Two meetings of the stock- 
holders of the Fort Erie track were held and 
the majority of them were in favor of selling 
to us, but one or two of the men who held 
minor shares in the track voted not to sell, 
which hindered the deal for atime. It then 
was decided to take the matter to court in 
order that we might secure a clear title to 
the property.

MAY REPEAL RACE CHARTER.

cinnati, Chicago and Louisville railroad and 
of the Toledo, Terminal and railway com- 
pany, and the assuming of their obligations 
are given as the chief causes of the present 
insolvency. 

It was stated to the court-that a number of 
the leased lines held by the road were about 
to be retaken by their former owners, owing 
| to the failure to meet tile rental obligations 
and was made the most urgent reason for 
having the receiver appointed immediately. 


Tried to Carry Too Much. 

The defendant company was declared to 
have been solvent prior to July 7, 1904. on 
which date it came under a different con- 
trolling influence and assuméd a large obliga- 
tions, one of these being the purchase of 
110,000 shares of Pére Marquette stock for 
$125,000,000; a second, a tripartite agreement 
between the defendant and the Pére Mar- 
quette and the Toledo Railway and Terminal 
company involving large obligations for ter- 
minals at Toledo; and. third, an agreement 
to carry $3,500,000 bonds issued by the Pére 
Marquette to cover its purchase of the Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati and Louisville railway. 

Since July 7, 1904, the funded debt has been 
increased more than $25,000,000, carrying an 
increase in the fixed charges of more than 
81.000.000, exclusive of further annual fixed 
charges of more than $578,000 on the lease 
of the’ Pére Marquette. The floating debt 
also had been increased until it exceeds 
$6,000,000. 

The defendant was declared to have no 
property to present as security, had no 
credit, was unable to secure funds, and a 


started within a short time. 

The receivership was asked to include the 
leasehold of the Pére Marquette. Attorney 
Stevens at once presented the answer of the 
company, explaining that it was sworn to 
by Vice President Brownell of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton railway on the au- 
thority of the boagd of directors.

Has Had Many Vicissitudes. 

The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
road has been regarded for years as a Cin- 
cinnati enterprise. as it was built chiefly by 
residents of this city. It has had many 


' vicissitudes, so far as ownership is con- 


These began especially with the Henry 8. 
Ives reign, when that financial adventurer 
got possession of the property. He had béen 
an obscure clerk in a Wall street broker's 
office. Bright and clever, he saw possibilities 
in a grab for the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton property. He interested a wealthy 


manufacturer and some minor financiers 


and directed their attention to the road. 

He in some way ascertained that a number 
of its stockholders had become embarrassed 
by the financial depression of 1884, and 
through the backing he had secured control 
of a block of the stock. 

Probably by holding out the prosrect of 
speculative profits other stockholders were 
induced to codperate, and in 1886 Henry 8. 
Ives & Co. were in possession of 32,496 shares 
of the company’s stock and had control. 


Oust Old Management. 


His crowd at once ousted the old manage- 
ment and took possession of the property. 
The minority stockholdérs, led by their coun- 
sel, William M. Ramsey, an attorney in the 
zenith of his power at the bar, got after Ives 
and his clique, the result being that Ives 
and his partner, George A. Stayner, were 
indicted in Cincinnati. They were brought 
here, gave bond, returned to New York and 
that was the last heard of the criminal pro- 


ceedings. 

Ives and Stayner resigned as directors of 
the road in 1887, a year after they and their 
crowd had gained control. A few days later 
the firm of Henry S. Ives & Co. suspended 
payment and its assets were about $1,000. 

The road passed back into possession of its 
rightful owners. Eugene Zimmerman was 
in the board of directors elected by the Ives 
clique. The debts of the company were 
much increased by the Ives control, but a 
portion of it never took actual effect and 
litigation straightened a large portion of It. 

The litigation to straighten out the Ives 
affair was followed by a reorganization with 
M. D. Woodford as president and Eugene 
Zimmerman as vice president. Zimmerman 
succeeded to the presidency at the beginning 
of the numerous deals that has just resulted 
in the receivership.

terested in the matter, the board in a desul- 
tory sort of way, held numerous sessions at 
which testimony upon this subject was taken 
and data given upon which they were to 
base their finding. 

During these three years and a half the 
railroads, aided by the dilatory tactics of 
the board, have done everything in their 
power to delay the proceedings. To several 
of the smaller cities, whose shippers joined 
in the petition and showed firmness in press- 
ing their demands, the railroads have grant- 
ed substantial reductions in rates on con-

The railroads gave to Chicago shippers the 
reduction in rates which they wanted, be- 
tween 25 and 30 per cent from the previous 
tariffs, and the shippers withdrew their pe- 
-tition, but their evidence was a part of the 
records. The shrewd railroads attorneys 
pleaded and argued to have this testimony 
withdrawn, but the commission refused, and

the commission has based its decision. 

But though Chicago and Quincy and sev- 
eral small cities in the state have been given. 
reductions, the great majority of country 
shippers and merchants in Illinois are strug- 
gling under the weight of excessive tariffs. 

In a way the railroad and warehouse com- 
missién can take the credit for instigating 
this inquiry. On March 4, 1902, it sent out a 
circular letter to the shippers and railroads 
announcing their intention to investigate the 
matter and asking forsuggestions. On May 
31, 1902, the Quincy freight bureau filed a 
petition with the commission asking them to 
revise the schedule of maximum rates as a 
whol« and not in part. f 

There were two or three hearings in June 
and July, at which nothing was accom- 
plished, and in July, 1902, twenty-eight Illi 
nois cities joined in the Quincy petition. The 
case dragged its weary way through a suc- 
cessation of hearings and postponements until 
January, 1908, when the commission took the 
matter under advisement. 


Case Is Reopened. 

Nothing more was heard from it until 
Febréary, 1905, when former Attorney Gen- 
erz H. J. Hamlin, in behalf of the Spring- 
field Business Men's association and the 
Decatur Merchant’s association, asked to 
have it reopened, and his prayer was grant- 
ed. Then on April 5, 1905, the Chicago Ship- 
pers*association came into the fight and the 
railroads began to get busy. Mr. Hamlin 
also represented the Chicago shippers, and 
a hearing was set for May 16.

Judge Willard M. McEwen, at a banquet 
given in his honor by his friends of the 
Twenty-seventh ward at the Union restau- 
rant last evening, defended the right of a 
judge to take part in clean politica. He de- 
clared that a member of the judiciary is as 
much justified in identifying himself with 
one party or the other as he is in joining a 
church, belonging to a club, or in meeting 
his fellowmen in a business way. 

Three dining rooms were given up to accom- 
modate the crowd that poured in to the ban- 
quet, and after they had been filled several 
dosens of the judge's admirers were turned 
away because there was not room for them. 
Party lines were abolished for the evening. 
Democrats abounded among the diners. 

Judge McEwen, in opening his address, told 
the story of his being drawn into politics by 
the successive steps of finding a smal lea ueus 
announcement, his attendance at that meet- 
ing, his being gent to the next convention, 
and his nomination of an unsuccessful can- 
didate for alderman. His entire career he 
declared was due to his finding the caucus 
** dodger "’ on the sidewalk. 


Thinks Judges Criticised Unjustly. 


As to the position of the judiciary in poll- 
tics he said: 

The question has been discussed at many 
times and in many places if a judge should 
not hold himself aloof from poltice, and in 
fact from anything that would tend to preju- 
dice his mind in any way whatsoever. Judges 
have been criticised for speaking in political 
campaigns, and yet I do not know but that, 
if a man would be entirely free from any 
‘outside influence, would be an ultra-pure 
man, he should not be compelled as well to 
hold aloof from his club, his church, and his 
business. . 

How much confidence would you have in 
a justice who did not know his feHow man, 
his ambitions, the scope of his life. and 
everything that makes one man different 
from another? And how can a judge know 
men unless he comes in contact with them? 
Criticism has been launched against politics 
alone, and yet, while I can see that in my 
experience on the bench there has been no 
man among my party associates who has 
desired to influence me in one way or the 
other, I have been approached by men of the 
so-called religious profession to a greater ex- 
tent than I have been by any other clase of 
men. 

„ would rather be a judge who, out In the 
open, declares his party affiliations,’’ he said 
in closing, branded as a politician if you 
wish, than be a judge who makes a pretense 
of spotlessness and at the same time is work- 
ing every underground wire he can get his 
hands on.“ 


Sherman Talks of Legislature. 

Lieut. Gov. L. V. Sherman was the last 
speaker on the program, and arraigned the 
state legislature as the weakest branch of 
the state government, 

“The legislative branch.“ he said, is the 
weakest because it ig the most numerous 
body possessing delegated power. When that 
power is more collected, when it is merged in 
the hands of one man he can be held respon- 
sible for its execution, but when it ie diffused 


among a hundred membera, who can say who | 
_are guilty when justice goes astray? 


‘Some day, the direct primary may bring 
the power back to the people, but who can 
tell? As it is now the real power is in the 
hands of the governor. In nine cases out of 
ten the responsibility rests with him. 

“If you want evidence of this I can give 
it to you in twenty-four hours. I know from 
ten years’ experience wha. it la to go down to 
the floor where you are to represent the peo- 


ple and be told to vote in a certain way or 


get no money when you get back home.

A MUNICIPAL WAR ON CONSUMPTION. 

Last week was a healthy week in Chi- 
cago. The death rate was unusually low. 
Nevertheless sixty-seven persons suc- 
cumbed to consumption. Pneumonia is the 


time of year when it begins to become most 
prevalent. But the deaths from pneumonia 
in Chicago during the week were five less 
than those from consumption. Other dis- 
eases have their epidemics and their sea- 
sons. Consumption reste not from garner- 
ing its mortal harvest in spring, summer, 


; autumn, or winter. In Chicago, as else- 


where in civilized countries, it is still easily 
the most efficient lieutenant of the “ king 
of terrors.” 

That it is and has been such is no reason 


hy it should be allowed to continue to be. 


The tuberculosis death rate of Chicago has 
been reduced 15 per cent within ten years. 
It could be further reduced by adopting the 
Vigorous measures conditions demand. Its 
continued prevalence is largely due to pri- 
vate and official neglect. The fact has not 
been properly recognized that the public has 
as much right to be protected from consump- 
tion as from any other deadly bacterial dis- 


The public’s rights are beginning to re- 
_eeive more consideration, and the Chicago

The best way to deal 
with this situation will, therefore, be to 
insure that the civil service commission, in 
its personnel and practice, shall tend to in- 
spire absolute confidence in the permanency 
of official tenure in the classified service as 
against political pull or dictation.

ARE THE SCHOOLS GUILTY?! 

An officer of the Juvenile court claims that 
the public schools are to blame for juvenile 
delinquency because they “ force a child to 
follow a certain line of work regardless of 
his preferences or capabilities.” This 
charge evidently does not relate to the high 
schools, since their pupils are not of an age 
to come under the tutelage of the Juvenile 
court, and it has never appeared that they 
furnish a large amount of the work of the 
Criminal court. It must be the grammar 
schools, then, which are guilty of doing 
violence to a child’s preferences. 

Reading, writing, arithmetic, and geogra- 
phy are the branches to which most atten- 
tion is paid in the grammar schools. The 
official does not state which of these, in his 
opinion, leads mgst directly to crime, nor 
does he prepose a substitute. It may be 
true that many a child would prefer to omit 
one or all of these studies, or has no great 
eapability for any of them. It remains to 
be proved that the judgment of an ignorant 
child as to what he would like best to study 
should be given weight as against the ex- 
perience of his elders. Reading is the key 
to all knowledge. Writing is not overem- 
phasized in the schools. Arithmetic may be 
tiresome, but no business can be carried on 
without it. Geography has an increasing 
importance in these days, when the rela- 
tions between our country and others are 
growing more intimate. A more specific 
indictment must be brought before it will be 
possible to believe that a childish @ntipathy 
to one of these studies should procure its 
elimination from the list of indispensable 
things. 

When it comes to a question of method, 
that is another matter. Experiments are 
proceeding in normal schools and other insti- 
tutions which have facilities for investiga- 
tion, and the results of these experiments, 
added to the knowledge obtained in the 
daily work of the public schools, lead to the 
correction of faulty methods. As much as 
possible the studies of the grammar schools 
are made interesting to the pupils. But to 
excuse a pupil from a study because he is 
more interested in something else is to do 
him a double wrong. It deprives him of 
something which he will bitterly regret later, 
and it gives him a false idea that the obliga- 
tions of life are purely voluntary. 

In the world into which he will presently 
issue work is not always interesting. An 
acceptance of the fact that work must some- 
timés be done simply because it must be is 
in itself one of the best provisions for suc- 
cess which he can gain from school days. 
Concession may .be made to the extent of 
securing from teachers the employment of 
methods of teaching which are scientifically 
and practically correct. The child is en- 
titled to that. He is not entitled to choose 
or reject his studies, and it is a false senti- 
mentality which looks upon the child as an 
innocent victim because he has been forced, 
against his preference or in spite of his in- 
capability, to learn to read, to write, and to 
cipher. 
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HIGH SALARIES NOT EVERYTHING. 
The national civil service commission 
finds the great defect in the federal service 
in the lack of opportunity for ambitious, 
well educated young men. There is not 
sufficient inducement, it is said, for the most 
capable men to work for the government, 
as they can do better by seeking employ- 
ment in large corporations, where they cgn 
in time command higher salaries than they 
can hope to get from the government. 
It would not be dignified or profitable 
for the national government to begin g com- 
0 


petition with the corporations or ts for 
the services of men who are ambitious to 
make money. If it comes to a mere matter 
of money, the corporations will be able to 
offer the most. When they see a capable 
man on the bench or in any other depart- 
ment of public life whom they think they 
want they will offer him a salary that con- 
gress would be reluctant to give to the in- 
cumbent of any office. 

There are capable men whose ambition is 
not centered on the accumulation of wealth 
and who deem it more of an honor to serve 
the United States than to serve the United 
States Steel corporation. They fee] more 
pride in being identified with the national 
government, even in a comparatively hum- 
ble position, than in being counted among 
the employés of a trust, where their tenure 
of office, save in the case of exceptional abil- 
ity, is often quite uncertain. The man 
who has risen to the presidency of a great 
railroad system may be discharged as sum- 
marily by the financier who controls it as 
a section hand is by his boss. 

There are hosts of capable, well educated 
men who draw back from the fierce compe- 
tition which accompanies the struggle for 
the prizes to be had in the field of private 
endeavor, They would rather have a gov- 
ernment position, with a small salary and 
reasonable permanency of tenure, than 
strive madly for money rewards which 
they may be unable to get. They are will- 
ing to let men no abler than themselves, but 
more strenuous, have thé good things which 
corporations and trusts offer to those who 
will be of peculiar service to them. 

The national government pays low sala- 
ries on the average and does not promise 
swift promotion to men ef marked capacity. 
Yet it gets and holds the services of a large 
number of persons of no mean ability who 
are competent to attend to its business. 
If it were competing with the trusts and 
corporations in transportation, manufac- 


lowering of standards would prove at best

“FAMILIAR” BARTLETT. 

I have gathered a posie of other men’s 
flowers, and nothing but the thread that 
binds them is mine own.” This quotation 
from Montaigne the late John Bartlett 
printed on the title page of his book, Fa- 
miliar Quotations.”. Many, useful, and 
beautiful were the flowers, and the thread 
was worthy of them. Public speakers and 
writers owe Mr. Bartlett a debtof gratitude 
which they made haste long since to ac- 
knowledge. There were compilations of 
familiar quotations, in this and other coun- 
tries before his. There has perhaps never 
been another one so well arranged, so judi- 
clously selected, so complete. Before his 
time when the orator or writer wanted a 
quotation with which to point a moral or 
adorn ‘a tale he had to search through all 
the books he thought it might be in. He 
was in luck if he found it. All he has to 
do now is to turn to the copious index of 
“ Bartlett's,” and, if his quotation is at 
all familiar, he probably will soon run it 
down. If he wants a pat quotation and 
has no particular one in mind he can find 
plenty there that will fit. “ Bartlett's is 
the writer's faithful friend in every time 
of need. 

It is the reader's as well as the writer's 
friend. It makes for accuracy. The mem- 
ory is the most notoriously treacherous of 
the faculties. Let a man be never so confi- 
dent in regard to a quotation, he is pretty 
sure, when he looks it up, to find that his 
memory has been misleading him as to 
some word or phrase. Charles Lamb was 
excusable for the many misquotations he 
made. If he had looked through all the 
authors he had at his fingers’ tips he would 
not have got much writing done. Life being 
too short to look up everything, he seem- 
ingly decided not to look up anything. An 
author of our time who made as many mis- 
takes aß did the amiable Charles would be 
inexcusable. John Bartlett has made them 
needless. Readers, thanks to him, have a 
recognized right to demand greater accuracy 
than was formerly the rule, and quotation# 
no longer are subject to the extraordinary 
metamorphoses‘that they once took on. 
Misquotation has become a sign of literary 
laziness and slovenliness. 

“ Familiar Quotations is a compilation, 
but Mr. Bartlett was no ordinary compiler. 
He brought to his task industry, patience, 
judgment, erudition. New literature is 
being produced and therefore new quota- 
tions are being born daily. Will Mr. Bart- 
lett find a competent successor—one who 
can sift the really “familiar” and useful 
among these new quotations from the com- 
paratively useless? It is not at all certain 
that he will. The various qualities neces- 
sary to such work are not uncommon, but 
their combination in the needful proportions 
is perhaps no more common than is genius 
for any kind of work.

It was occasionally worn by the late Em- 
press Elizabeth during the earlier years of 
her married life, and it is owing to the fact 
that she, like the original owner of the 
jewels in question, met with a violent death 
that Archduchess Josepha, who now reigns 
at the court of Vienna as first lady of the 
land and as grand mistress of all the Austrian 
feminine orders of knighthood, has carefully 
avoided making use of these particular gems. -

by diamonds and of immense value, which 
is suspended to the neck of the statue of 
the virgin of Almudena, the patron saint of 
Madrid, in the old church of the Attoccha.

But he, 
too, soon fell a victim to its mysterious malig- 
nancy. and after his terribly sudden death 
his widow. the present Queen Mother Chris- 
tina of Spain, caused it to be suspended by a 
golden chain around the neck of the statue 
of the blessed virgin of Almudena.

It has what makes any piece of 
millinery valuable or valueless—it has an 
alr.“ The materials used are all of the best. 
The velvets, silks, and satins of harmony 
have been selected, fashioned, and combined 
with masterly ability; the ribbons and flowers 
of melody have been added with finest under- 
standing of what is effective and what is not: 
and the feathers of delicate sentiment and 
the glittering ornaments of sparkling wit 
have been placed in here and there with a dis- 
cernment and taste that tell of the hand of 
an artist. It is, in truth, a“ perfect dream.“

In view of the Indifference of the sultan to 
the naval demonstration of the powers at 
Mitylene it is timely to recall a dispatch 
written by Lord Ampthill. British ambas- 
sador at Berlin. to Lord Granville. English 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, in Octo- 
ber. 1880, when the powers were indulging tn 
a naval demonstration at Smyrna for the 
purpose of coercing the sultan. Lord Ampt- 
hill entreated the English government to 
leave Smyrna to her figs. and to sail instead 
straight to Stamboul and take the sultan by 
the Golden Horn.“ He pointed out that the 
Smyrna demonstration would make no im- 
pression on the porte and would only result 
in placing the powers in a humiliating and 
ridiculous position, whereas a naval demon- 
stration at Constantinople itself would bring 
the sultan to terms at once. The dispatch 
in question might have been written yester- 
day, so closely does it fit the present im- 
broglio in the Levant. 

— 

So much publicity has been given to the 
stor’ to the effect that Dr. Buckland, dean 
of Westminster abbey, had inadvertently 
swallowed, while staying with the Harcourts 
at Nunham park, thé petrified heart of Louis 
XIV. ef France, that it may be as well to ex- 
plain that there is little reason for believing 
this amusing story, and consequently the 
suggestion that, inasmuch as the mummified 
relic was too tough to have been digested, it 
might still be found in the coffin of the dean, 
who died shortly afterwards and who lies 
buried in Westminster abbey, falls to the 
ground. The entire story rests on the asser- 
tion that when the royal tombs of the abbey 
church at St. Denis were profaned during 
the revolution at the end of the eighteenth 
century one of the canons managed to pos- 
sess himself of the heart of the grand mon- 
arque, and that it was intrusted by him to 
an English statesman, who conveyed it to 
England. 

Now all the records, official and ecclesi- 
astic, as well as contemporary memoirs, go 
to show that the heart of Louis XIV. never 
was at any time at St. Denis prior to the 
revolution. The heart, in accordance with 
the king’s own wish, was removed from, his 
body immediately after his demise and con- 
veyed to the Jesuits’ church, now known as 
the Church of St. Louis and St. Paul, in the 
rue St. Antoine. The heart was placed by the 
Jesuits in a silver, heart shaped box, sup- 
ported by two bronze angels. In 1792 the 
silver box, claimed by the revolutionary gov- 
ernment, went into the national melting pot. 
The heart was, however, rescued by the 
Jesuit fathers and preserved by them until 
the restoration, when it was turned over to 
Louis XVIII., who had it inclosed in a silver 
gilt casket and deposited in the vaults of 
St. Denis. There it is preserved to this day, 
along with the hearts of Louis XVIII., of 


Medicis. But these relics never are shown 
to the public.

“Buch a measure would be, if not with- 
out precedent at least novel, and at first 
sight ft might seem to involve undue ex- 
pense. I believe, however, that its cost 
would prove much less than may be feared; 
and, without advising immediate action in 
ethis direction, i feel that it deserves atten- 
tion and discussion.” ;

Proposes Two Vice Admirals. 

Secretary Bonaparte makes other recom- 
mendations which will be received with more 
favor among naval officers. He admits that 
under present conditions an officer cannot 
reach a captain's rank until he is at least 
40 years old, and that he is nearer 60 when 
he pecomes rear admiral. As a result all 
of our squadrons necessarily are commanded 
by men of advanced age. In time of war 
these men would be too old for the arduous 
duties and would have to be replaced by 
younger officers who would not have had the 
necessary experience as squadron com- 
manders. 

To relieve the congestion temporarily Sec- 
retary Bonaparte proposes: 

First—The creation of two vice admirals, 
the senior to command the north Atlantic 
squadron and the junior the Asiatic fleet. 
To offset the added expense he suggests a 
reduction of the number of rear admirals by 
two. 

Second—The restoration of the time hon- 
ored grade of commodore, and the promotion 
of twelve or sixteen of the older captains 
to that rank.

The secretary also recommends that con- 
gress provide for a modern armored cruiser 
to be named Constitution, In order to per- 
petuate the memory of the famous old frig- 
ate of the line that began its career by 
whipping the British ship Guerriere in the 
war of 1812. On the point the secretary says: 

“I think the mew vessel ought to be one 
outside of the regular estimate for the in- 
crease of the navy, built, first of all, to per- 
petuate the memory of the Constitution, but 
so constructed that in aH respects will 

mpare favorably with the finest ve: of 

er type now afloat. 

This type, it appears to me, ought to be 
that of an armored cruiser, since the late 
Constitution was not a ship of the line, but 
a frigate, and armored cruisers at the pres- 
ent day correspond in a general way to what 
frigates were in its day. I suggest, there- 
fore, that an armored cruiser on the general 
model of the West Virginta and Colorado, 
but larger and swifter and with all the im- 
provements suggested by the latest phase of 
naval science, be authorized to be built and 
named the Constitution and that it take the 
place of the present old frigate on our navy 
register.”

Wants 3,000 More Sailors. 

Secretary Bonaparte asks for an addition 
of 3,000 enlisted men to the naval force and 
1,500 to the marine corps. He suggests that 
the marine corps be placed under command 
of a major general. He suggested the con- 
struction of a new steel floating dock, and 
makes the usual recommendations for the 
improvement of the dockyards at the vari- 
ous naval stations. His total estimate of 
the amount needed for the department for 
the coming fiscal year is $15,000,000 more 
than last year. ‘ 

Secretary Bonaparte discusses fist fighting 
in the navy and the naval academy at some 
length, regretting the recent incidents as 
deplorable. He says boxing and other ath- 
letic sports are not only permitted on board 
ships of the fleet but that the officers under 
the regulations are expected to promote such 
sports; but he says pugilism is too rough a 
sport and should be frowned upon.

The schools border- 
ing on the “black belt’ were becoming 
overcrowded and the membership of the 
schools within the belt was decreasing pro- 
portionately. In several cases when trans- 
fers were refused the white pupils rebelled 
and became truants. Some of them allowed 
themselves to be sent to the Parental school 
in preference to attending schools of which 
the membership was largely colored. 


Difficult Problem for Board. 

We are facing an unusually serious prob- 
lem,” declared Supt. Cooley yesterday. 

‘How we shall handle it I cannot gay at this 
time. The demand for transfers on the part 
of parents of white children has steadily 
grown. Something must be done to prevent 
further trouble and what is to be done should 
be Gone at once.’ 

Board members are at a loss to know how 
to solve the problem. They recall the race 
riots in Allon which resulted from an at- 
tempt to segregate the colored children. 
They recall the decision of the Supreme court 
which held that the colored children of Alton 
could not be segregated in separate schools. 
They believe the only solution of the problem 
lies in the granting of transfers to all white 
pupils attending the schools in the “ black 
belt’ and the refusal to transfer colored 
children from those schools. This action 
would have the same effect as erecting sep- 
arate schools and the board authorities be- 
lieve they have the right under the law to 
grant transfers to whom they please. 


Separate Schools Suggested. 

Other schools would have to be built just 
outside the black belt to accommodate the 
white children transferred.“ one school trus- 
tee said, but I believe this to be the only 
possible solution of the problem: In Bast 
St. Louis this scheme has been tried with 
success.“ 

A board official made the following esti- 
mates of the percentage of colored children 
enrolled in the five schools of the so-called 
“black belt“: 

Keith, Dearborn and Thirty-fourth streeta, 60 
to 70 per cent. 

Raymond, Wabash avenue and Thirty-sixth 
place, 20 per cent. 

Farren, Wabash avenue and Fiftieth street, 80 
per cent. 

Moseley, Michigan avenue and Twenty-fourth 
street, 15 per cent. 

Webster, Thirty-third street and Wentworth 
avenue, 20 per cent. 

It was declared also that between 7 and 8 
per cent of the membership of fhe Fuller 
school is colored.

The visible supply increase of only 986/000 
bu in wheat, compared with a gain of 1.308, 
000 bu last year, brought the total visible 
down to figures only 83,000 bu larger than 
last year. The chief deficiencies compared 
with last year are at Minneapolis, the Cana- 
dian points, and Kansas City and St. Louls, 
while Chicago stocks are 3,385,000 bu larger 
than last year. Buffalo has 583,000 bu more,

Louis houses that Coleman, formerly a St. 
Louis grain man but now living in Argen- 
tina, had cabled from Buenos Ayres on the

wheat prospect: “No damage, enormous 
crop.” Another cable from the same place 
to Slaughter said: Crop about the same as 
last year, but weather unsettled.” As the 
Argentine acreage is supposed to be much 
larger than in 1904, some estimates say a 
30 per cent increase, a considerable loss in 
yield per/acre would be necessary to reduce 
the crop to last eyar’s figures. As no one 
estimated the exportable surplus a year ago 
at more than 90,000,000 bu and exports will 
easily exceed 110,000,000 bu, it will be seen 
there is room for surprises in the Argentine 
outturn, - 

There was an active demand for oats for 
export and shipping sales ran up to 669,000 
bu, including 300,000 bu to foreign buyers. 
Included in the total is 250,000 bu standard 
oats at May price f. o. b. The demand for 
corn also was good, with sales 300,000 bu, in- 
cluding 100,000 bu for export. At the sea- 
board export sales of 160,000 bu corn, 40,000 
bu barley, and 300,000 bu oats were reported.

$25,000,000 NEW SHARES. 


Earnings of Concern Apparently Suf- 
Sicient to Keep Up Dividend on Eu- 
tire Capitalisation—Oak Park Ele- 
vated Makes in November Best Rec- 
ord of Its Existence — Boxboard 
Management Announces Plan of 
General Mortgage Bonds. 


Directors of Swift & Co. have voted to in- 
crease the capital stock of the company by

until the morning of Friday, Jan. 5, 1008.“ 

The immediate purpose of the increase is 
not etated, but the business of the company 
has been steadily growing, and it is probable 
some properties allied to the business of 
Swift & Co. will be acquired.

Earning 12 Per Cent.
